CAR IS A TOTAL WRECK 



When the laiy^e audience which had 
been listening to the Saturday after- 
noon program at the Chautauqua tent, 
ieft the Efoundfl about four-thirty 
o'clock, one of the most enthusiastic 
anions them was Ralph Spafford, the 
well known piano salesman and turer. 
who for a number of years has made 
his home in this village. He spoke 
pleasantly to friends as he left town 
and stepping into his auto he started 
for his home in the north end of the 
village. Less than thirty minutes later, 
like the bursting of a bonib, word was 
passed about that he had met a tragic 
cleath on the Soo Line tracks, within 
forty rods of his home. At first the 
st^ry could scarcely be credited but it 
was all too true. 

As he started for home he asked a 
young lady who was one of his neigh- 
bors to ride and she accepted' the in- 
vitation. Asiheycame to her home 
juat before they reached the crossing 
Mr. Spafford stopped the car for her 
to get out, and then apparently not 
noticing the approach of the south 
bound passenger train, due here dt 
4:36, which on. that particular day was 
somewhat- iate, he started on toward 
home. Ju«t what was in his mind 
at the time will never be known. 
Did ha fail, to see the train? Did 
be try to beat it? Did he miscal- 
culate its distance or ita' speed? Are 
questions unanswered. At an^rate as 
the auto^was squarely upon the track it 
•was struck by the swiftly oncoming 
train, Together with a part of the ma- 
chine he was carried on the pilot of the 
«ngine for several hundred feet .before 
the train coufdble brought to aatand still. 
He was hastily placed on a cat aboard 
the train and. brought to the depot. A 
physician was summoned but it only 
took one glance to see that death had 
been ihstantaneous. His skull was 
fractured, his neck broken and a gash 
was cut in the throat, one, leg was also 
badly^cut. The bodv wa's taken to the 
undertaking rooms and the coroner was 
notified. » 

The machine which w;aa a Ford tour- 
ing car was completely demolished, in 
fact it was literaly ground to bits. . 

An inquest was held Monday fore- 
noon at eleven o'clock with Coroner 
Taylor presiding. Engineer Purcel, 
fireman Colburn and Claiiifi Agent fcr 
the Soo Line, Mr. Harrington were 
also present. 

The verdict returned by the jury was 
accidental (]eath, but they censured the 



HAROLD J. BRYANT 

INDICTED BY U. S. 
JURY IN LAND CASE 

. Harold J. Bryant of Lake Forest his 
business partner, Wm. F. Greenwood, 
and two other ofBcers oC the Florida 
Everglades Land company ..were indictr 
|ed Friday by the federal grand jury. 
I They are accused of conspiracy to de- 
vise a scheme tp defraud by the iiae of 
the mails and of actual use of the mails 
in furtherance of the alleged pcheme. 

The case has been under investiga 
tion by the federal governmen.t for two 
years. Defmite evidence against the 
accused men was secured in a recent 
raid on the offices of Bryant & Green- 
wood in tne Westminster building. 

Mr. Bryant is the husband of the 
former Mrs, Chas. W. Gillett, who af- 
ter a sensational, pourt battle was or 
dered to give to her children again 
their rightful names of Gillett and to 
allow their father to see them. 

The Florida Everglades Land com- 
pany was organized more than three. 
years ago, Wm. A Otis of Colorado 
became president; Percy Hagerman, 
vice president; Mr. Bryant, vice presi- 
dent and general manager, and Mr. 
Greenwood, treasurer 

The indictments alleged Bryant and 
his colleagues "induced many persons 
to buy thousands of acres of land in the 
Florida Everglades through mis-repre- 
sentations." Three of the counts ac* 
cuse the men of wilfully misrepresent- 
ing the land to prospective purchasers 
by saying that it was some of the most 
fertile and productive land in the state, 
needed no fertilization, was below the 
frost line, was immediately available 
for farming purposes, and that the 
state of Florida backed the proposition 
with an appropriation of $1,200,000 for 
the purpose of draining the land. 

Alt the statements are untrue, the 
government charges. ' 

The company owned approximately 
67,000 acres of land in the Everglades.

She demanded 
that she bo taken back to ifebron. 

Miss Fellows was painfully cut about 
the head and body. None of the. chil- 
dren were severely hurt. They sus- 
tained many bruises, but laughed as the 
police righted the cat 

Mrs. Stewart was bound for the home 
of friends in Lake Geneva. She had 
been driving at slow pace until she 
struck the hill. As the incline is rather 
steep flhe tried to put on the brakes in 
making the descent. She lost control 
of the brakes and the machine skidded 
It took the police considerable time 
to right the machine. At first it was 
believed all-had been killed.

The posting of bills on telephone poles 
boa become so much of an annoyance 
that the Chicago Telephone comoany 
will paint signs on its poles pyihibiting 
their use for this purpose. Many piles 
along the highways are covered with a 
veneer of tack heads, which makes tt 
difficult for the linemen to sink their 
climbers into the wood. As a result 
of this practice, many* linemen have 
sustained severe falls and others have 
received severe cuts from protruding 
tacka. 

In many cities the posting of bills on 
telephone pnles is prohibited bv ordin- 
Ance. Where such^ protection is not 
extended, the company asks the co- 
operation tof the public in keeping the 
poles free from unsightly, signs and 
thereby making the work of its line- 
men less hazardous.

Only three ballots were taken, the 
juror standing eleven to one from the 
start. E.J. Bock, owner of a large 
grocery in Highland Park, was the man 
who held out for conviction. He capi- 
tulated on the fourth ballot 

The jury was out four hours and fifty- 
one minutes. Nearly an hour of that 
time was consumed by the evening 
meal. 

It was 7:35 when a bailiff hurried 
around to the front of the court house, 
where Judge Donnelly was talking 
with Attorney Wilkerson. 

"They're ready for you, judge," he 
announced. 

There was a scramble of attorneys, 
reporters and spectators, who had been 
cooling of on thejawn. A few minu- 
tes later the jurors filed into the court- 
room and stood along the railing in 
front of the bench. 

"I want to say that any demonstra- 
tion on' the reading of this verdict will 
be contempt oC court and the offenders 
will be dealt with severely,'* warned 
Judge Donnelly. 

A baliff handed a large envd^ope to 
County Clerk Brockway, who took from 
it the important piece of papetiUi which 
Orpet's fate was written. 

Judge Donnelly's fingers shook as he 
unfolded the document. 

"Is this. your verdict, gentlemen?" 
inquired thejudge. 

.'■'It is," they responded, following 
the lead of Foreman James O'Shea. 
who is a partner in a music store in 
Waukegan. 

"We, the jury, find the defendant 
Wm. Orpet, not guilty, "read the court. 
"Oh, goody" half screamed a woman 
pn the front bench. 

There were several irrepressible 
yobs" and "aha." 
Four women ran from the room. 
Judge Donnelly's face reddened and 
turning to the sheriff, he said: "Mr. 
Sheriff, bring that person forward." 
Sheriff 'Griffin could not find her. 
"If I could out who made that out- 
cry there would be a chance for some 
one to spend an. hour or two in the 
county bastile," nwi the judge. 

When the words "not guilty" fell 
from Judge^ Donnelly's lips, Orpet's 
mother, who sat at his right, clasped 
him to her and kissed him, her eyes 
shining with triumph and pride. 

She relinquished him in a moment to 
Mrs. Edwin Taylor, who conducts a 
rooming-house in Madison, Wis. She 
mothered Orpet during the two years 
he lived with her while attending the 
University of Wisconsin. She also 
kissed him. 

Then they shook hands all around with 
the three smiling, happy but tried law- 
yers who have fought tenaciously, ever 
") since Marian Lambert was poisoned in 
Helm's woods on Feb. 9, to free Orpet 
of the accusation. 

Edwin 0. Orpet, the defendant's 
father, was not in court, Neitherwere 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Lambert, Marian's 
parents. Mr. Lambert had been in at- 
tendance until nearly G o'clock, . but 
feeling that the jury would not return 
a verdict for several hours, went home 
to comfort hia wife.

THE CHAUTAUQUA A 
SUCCESS SOCIALLY, 
FAILURE f INANCIALLY 

Last Sunday evening's program end- 
ed the six days Chautauqua at this 
place, and at the present time it Is not 
known as to whether it was merely thv 
close of the season of 1916 or whether 
it was the end of a Chautauqua for An- 
tioch. 

The Chautauuqa opened on Tuesday 
of last week and while the evening pro- 
grams were well attended there were 
many vacant seats in the afternoons, 
due to the extremely hot weather which 
made it impossible for the public to be 
regular in its attendance. 

The programs were all very good and 
seemed to take well with the audience, 
although many maintain that, as a 
whole, our first Chautauqua was the 
best. However, that may be, everyono 
seemed to enjoy themselves and as a 
social and educational feature, it was a 
decided success. 

But successful asit was socially, [it was 
financially unsuccessful. Figures ob- 
tained from headquarters show, cost of 
talent $950. local expenses S250, total 
expenses $1200. Money taken in for 
season tickets $522, for single admis- 
sion $240, of this the company has 50% 
thus leaving $120 of the gate ret'eipts 
for the local committen, total, receipts 
S6-12. This shows a shortage of $558 
which w'ill have to be made up by the 
forty-seven persons, who at the' close 
of last year's program affixed their 
signatures to the contract for 1916. 
According to this each signer will be 
called upon to contribute about eleven 
dollars. Ttie trouble this year seemed 
to be the inability of the workers to 
dispose of the season tickets. 

In order that this trouble might not 
again arise cards were passed among 
the audience on several occassions, ask- 
ing individuals to pledge themselves to 
take tickets for 1917. This brought 
out the sale of practically 350 season 
tickets, but as. the committee did not 
feel that this was enpdgb to justify 
them in signing up ag^in, the contract 
for another year has not yet been clos- 
ed. However, if enough people are 
willing to come forward and sign, so 
that the heft of the burdeii wilt not 
fall, upon' a few, the. contract will ba 
cloBFd and the' Chjiutauqua assured for 
another year;

Having marched the stretch of pavement to a flag-ctivered box, the three 
rigidly Important personages sat down oa It. and the "ladies" of the party, 
being unable to secure accommodations on the grand stand, stood,, us naturally 
na If they had been riding In a street car. 

In the march that followed a batch of serlnus-eyed babies carried a news- 
paper page, which, you will understand, was a flag. And anolher imitative 
touch, surprising in its realism, was provided by three boys— one boating a 
drum, one playing on a stick and the ihlnl with a rag around his head, waving 
a flag like mad. They had— somehow— caught something mure than the uibleau 
"Spirit of '70." 

New Designs for Our Halves, Quarters and Dimes 

UNCLE SAM Is going to have some new styles in his coins, and next fall we 
are going to. have dimes, cpnirters and half dollars of designs never before 
.seen liuthe metar money ot this country. It will be the first change which has 
lieen made in this minor .silver since 
ISni. Secretary Jlc/\dmr seems to 
think that the half dollar has declined 
In popularity because It bad aot a pret- 
ty design. Secretary McAdoo has an- 
other guess condng. Nobody ever de- 
clined a half dollar that he could get 
a half hold of. Just the same, the de-, 
sign Is going to be changed. 

The face of the new half dollar 
bears a full-length Liberty, with a back- 
ground of the American fiag flying to 
breeze. The goddess Is striding to- 
ward the dawn of a new day, carrying laurel and oak branches,' symbolic of civil 
and military glory. The reverse side shows an eagle perched high upon a moun- 
tain crag, wings unfolded. Growing from a rift In the rock is a sapling of 
mountain pine, syafljollc of America. 

The design of the 25-cent piece is Intended tn typify the awakening of the 
cnuntry to Us own protection, Secretary McjVdon's aniuunicement states. Lib- 
erty,^ full-length figure, is shown stepping toward the country's gateway, 
bearing upralset^ a shield, from whlclitho covering Is being drawn. Tlie right 
hand bears an olive branch of pence. Both the half dollar and the quarter bear 
tlie phrase, "In God We Trust." 

The design of the dime is simple. Liberty, with a winged cap. Is shown 
on the foreslde, and on the reverse Is a design of a bundle of rods and u battlo; 
ax, symbolic of unity, "wherein lies the Nation's strength."

If you want your bed of cnnnas or 
border of caladlums to make a grand 
showing from now to frost, give them 
a frost-llkc covering of bonomenl; then 
stir tho soil, water thoroughly and 
mulch with lawn clippings. Do this 
toward the end of this month and be 
sure to remove the fading llowors. 

Copy nature by sowing Roods of 
perennials ns they ripen. I'rovldo some 
sort of shade for the seed bod. A 
screen made of huh or one of un- 
bleached muslin will answer. 

The robust-growing plants will need 
some sort of support. Let the .supports 
he painted green or oiled to bring out 
the grain of the w<iod and you will 
find them more pleasing than rough 
sticks nnd far more satisfactory. Drive 
the stakes fast into the earth a little 
lower than the plants, so that they are 
Inconspicuous. 

The plants needing supports are such 
hardy perennials as delphiniums, 
Fhiut fo.Tglove and snapdragons. Do 
not overlook giving stakes to the dah- 
lias, cosmos, hydrangeua and gladi- 

t)ll. 

To niainlnin continuous blooming 
from now until frost, n few perennials 
niust bo preserved. Jlnke a Iiabit of 
rutting llowors freely and remove all 
lh(! fading blossoms and nature will re- 
ivard you AVith a lavish band. 

After this month, lillow^the chrysan- 
tbemuins to grow according to their 
iwn will— that is, stop pinching them 
t»ack.

Tho maggot is a deadly rncm.v of 
Ibo nster. Look out fnr U nnd guard 
npainst It. Work wood ashes into 
the earlh about tin* plants nnd remove 
a little oC the soil about the base of 
each plant and scatter tobacco dust 
Ilbornlly around them. 

Wood ashes nro one of the best rem- 
cdlos nnd a change of location of tbe 
aster bed each year Is nuotlier wise 
move. 

The black beetle Is another pest 
that does deadly work with the aster 
plnnt.s. ■ This pest comes suddenly nnd 
does ruinous work In a very little 
while. Wlien you see the first beetle 
Use the following emulsion liberally 



all over the plant, and repeat tbo ap- 
plication frequently. 

One half pound of any good soap, 
Ivory or other white soap, reduced to 
n liquid by melting. 

One teacupful of kerosono. 

Lot tho soap with n little water come 
td a b(dl. Add tbe kerosene. Stir tho 
ndxture vigorously while cooling. Uso 
one part of Ibis to ton parts of water. 
Ho sure the water and the einulsloa 
are united then use a .spray. 

GARDEN NOTES 

Tulips increase by hulblots whica 
issue from the side of tbe larger 
bulbs. Under certain conditions, too, 
the larger bulbs split up Into smaller 

ones. 

In a well-drained, sunny bed tba 
liulbs will live and Increase from year 
to year, hut should he lifted, divided 
and reset every third year, ns tho 
chmqis become too much crowded ta 
thrive and bloom. 

In potted inie.s, set the bulbs two 
Inches or more beneath tho soli. Th« 
larger the pot, tho larger will ho thu 
plant. 

Aurntum, Spodosum, Longlform and 
Browull are all suitable for pot cub 

tare. 

After potting, water' and set In n 
dark closet or cellar, keeping the soil 
moist until roots form and the tops 
start, wlien the roots may be brought 
to a cofd window, say In Jauuary or 
February. If early started.

To make It even more easy 
for tbiH travel, the Govornment has 
' taken pains to nmke every step of the 
' tourist's entry Into Canada one that 
will fc'Ive the very least degree of trou- 
ble. On erosHing the border, there f'A 
only the ordinary examination of bag- 
gage, and the only precaution Is that 
In the case of foreign aliens, and even 
In their case there Is no dllllculty 
when the ofllclals are satisfied that 
they are not attempting entry as ene* 
mies. 

Although oIHcIala of the Government 
hnve taken every nteans to bring to 
the attention of the tourist and others 
that no dllllculty could be placed In 
the way of their admission, there still 
remained doubt In the minds of some. 
Only the other day the Government 
took action again, and authorized the 
ntntcment that no measures taken for 
rpcrnlting the forces either have been 
or win be applied to any persons who 
are not ordinarily resident In the Do- 
minion. Nor is It the Intention to ask 
for volunteers except from umong Brit- 
ish subjects, resident In Canada. More- 
over, the Military Service Act, under 
.which conscription Is applied In Great 
Britain, affects only persona "ordinar- 
ily resident^ in Great Britain." 
.,>^t^tncrlcana and British subjects resi- 
dent In ' the United States who de- 
sire to visit Canada will find no more 
trouble at the border than they have 
experienced In the past, and upon ar- 
riving they will bo made as welcome 
as ever. War conditions of any kind 
will not Inconvenience or Interfere 
with them. 

The Immigration authorities sug- 
gest that, ns a precaution against In- 
convenience, naturalized Americans 
whoso country of origin was one of 
those at war with, the British empire, 
should provide themselves with tlieir 
cerfiflcates of naturalization.

But, on the woodi^n runway, witli 
her wheels blocked and Iier black 
'planes silhouetted against the sky, a 
biplane was waiting. Slie was beaatl- 
ful-T-Uda nmchlne. There was power 
In the sweep of her wings; there was 
power in the shining blades of her pro- 
poller. 

Her t^vo Lewis ginis, of blue steel, 
were mounted on galvanized brackets, 
they were particularly bualnesallke— 
tliose guus. 

J. climbed aboard and was* strapped 
In. The observer's scat, where I sat, 
was a wide seat, and the fuallago 
formed my arm rest. There was 
])lenty of foot space. Captain X, who 
was niy pilot, got Into his seat behind 
me. To my right nnd above me a 
death's head design had been painted 
in white on the wing. 

We circled tho field, headed Into 
the wind and were off.
